Mr. Pryor said he certainly understood the Director's pos fcio » 
and agreed that his decision was probably a wise one, though the < our 
was most anxious to have him apeak to them. Mr. Dulles then toll Mr 
Pryor that he thought very highly of the Council, that he followed hei * 
work closely, and that he had spoken to them in the Thirties. Mr 
Pryor said he had noted this in the records, but that he himself hrd 
gone out to Cleveland from Washington and joined the Council or 1* a 
year and a half ago. Mr. Dulles said that he would keep the invitation 
of the Council in mind, and If a time came when he felt he had so* re- 
tiring to say, he would be in touch with them, and appear before tl *m 
He said he could notify them about three weeks ahead of time, anr Mr 
Pryor said this would be ample time. The Director then asked K t. 
Pryor to drop him a line telling him where he could get in touch v ith 
him, and this Mr. Pryor said lie would do. 


Mr. Pryor thanked Mr. Dulles for calling and the Directo 
again expressed his regret at not being able to accept the Council # 
invitation, and the conversation ended. 
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
